Mohammedan will never allow a
barber to come near him on Tues-
days, for Tuesdays and also Sat-
urdays and Sundays are bad days
for shaving purposes. If abso-
lutely necessary he will get him-
self shaved on Saturday or Sun-
day, but never on Tuesday, as his
star is supposed to fall in blood if
he does so. If one receives mon-
ey or some valuable t hiug it is tak-
en with the right hand, for if it is
taken with the left the person re-

ceiving it .is said to forget all
about it very soon or mislay it.
A devout Mohammedan will not
start on a journey on Wednesday,
for it is believed he will never re-

turn safely if he does so. And it
is said that even a snake never
ventures out of its hole on this
day.
